Although a recount of votes 
cast in the April 5 Nameoki 
Township election will take 
place within the next week, 
trustee votes will not be counted 
under a decision announced 
Tuesday by Circuit Judge 
Victor Mosele, acting chief 
judge of the ‘Third Judicial 
Circuit.

In the intial vote tally, Harold 
Davis defeated thé incumbent 
superintendent, Louis Whitsell, 
by only 35 votes, and Carl 
Macios was re-elected assessor 
over Loren Madison by 41 votes. 
Nearly 3,500 votes were cast.

$10,000 loot 


is recovered 


Three men have been charged 
and two others are being sought 
in connection with a series of 
thefts from Bert’s Audio-TV 
Showroom, 1910 Delmar Ave., 
between June 16 and 21. About 
$10,000 worth of televisions, 
stereo equipment.and citizens’ 
band radios have been 
recovered in the investigation. 

Charged with three felony 
counts of theft each are Mark J. 
McManis, 19, Alton, and Robert 
M. Gayan, 30, Godfrey, who 
allegedly stole items from the 
Bert’s stores in Granite City 
and East Alton. 

Charged with one felony count 
of theft is Kenneth W. Stover, 
20, Alton, a former employe at 
Bert's stores. 

Police allege that on three 
different ‘occasions between 
June 16 and 21, Stover opened a 
Bert’s store for four friends who 
moved televisions sets, stereos 
and other equipment to their 
vans and then kept the items. 

The investigation began last 
week after a television stolen 
from the Granite City store was 
located at a girl’s home and the 
girl alleged her former 
boyfriend, Stover, gave the 
television to her. 

A warrant was approved 
charging Stover with theft and 
Granite City detectives went to 
Alton Monday to arrest him 


Investigators back 


(Seventh of a series on 
politics in Madison County) 
“Look out, ’cause old Mac is 

back in town,” went the lyrics 
when the late Bobby Darin 
popularized an earlier song, 
‘Mac the Knife,” a few years 
ago. 

Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents were back 
in Madison County for a third 
time on Tuesday, apparently as 
a prelude to resumption of 
federal grand jury testimony in 
Springfield. 

‘The impact of the in- 
vestigation could be explosive 
in terms of future political 
ramifications. 

‘As exclusively disclosed by 
the Press-Record on Dec. 16, 
1976, an intensive investigation 


by federal agencies had been 
conducted, with the expectation 
that it would lead to grand jury 
activity. 

Testimony to the jury began 
two weeks ago, on June 15. 

The third wave of federal 
interviews, occurring this week, 
is regarded as a part of the task 
of expanding on and confirming 
original allegations. 

As asserted here last 
December, the questioning 
involves a department of the 
Madison County government 
and a medium-sized city 
within the county. The 
department was disclosed 
this spring to be the sheriff's 
department. 

This week’s return of the 
investigators focused on the 


“medium-sized city.” 

Precisely who are making 
what allegations is not being 
divulged by federal authorities. 
Both the FBI and the Internal 
Revenue Service's Intelligence 
Division are participating. 

As noted, political shock- 
waves inevitably develop from 
such a long and comprehensive 
investigation. 

An indication of the official 
interest that has been directed 
toward’ supposed federal wit- 
nesses is provided by Madison 
County sheriff's department 
shift commander log entries. 

It was noted on the third shift 
May 25: “(Midnight shift. If we 
are unable to contact Deputy 
(Randall) Lamb during our

Federal Aid Route 151 (The 
Great River Road) will be 
opened between Granite City 
and Venice on July 29, Illinois 
district highway officials said

The opening target date is 
subject to weather conditions, 
but unless there is a prolonged 
interruption in remaining work 
on the project, it is expected to 
be ready for use by that date, 
according to James Hook, 
Illinois district engineer at 
Fariview Heights. Paving of 
the stretch between 
Niedringhaus Avenue in 
Granite City and McKinley 
Bridge in Venice has been 
completed. The only work 
remaining, Hook said, is 
completion of some stretches of 
the shoulders and installation of 
about 3,000 feet of guardrail. 

‘Sign installation and striping 
also has to be completed before 
the new highway can be opened. 

‘The opening iater this month 
will extend FA Route 151 from 
Granite City to Venice: where it 
will connect with relocated 
Braodway and approaches to 
McKinley Bridge. 

Consequently it is expected to 
be a vital factor in expediting 
traffic not only from the Quad- 


City area, enroute to St. Louis, 
but also over “Broadway in 
Venice. 

The construction work has 
been done by the Heoffken Bros 
Contracting Co. of Belleville on 
a bid of $4,304,215 which was 
awarded in ‘October 1975.

‘The Chouteau Town Board of 
Trustees held a public hearing 
Monday night on its town 
budgets and revised road and 
bridge budgets—but no one 
except the township officials 
attended.

Social Security, supplemental 
pay will rise 5.9% on July 1 


Federal Social Security (SSA) 
and Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) benefits are being 
increased 5.9 per cent effective 
July 1, in compliance with 
federal regulations. , 

Arthur F. Quern, Illinois 
public aid director, said, 
“Individuals who receive both 
SSA and SSI will not receive a 
5.9 per cent “increase in each 
benefit but the sum of the in- 
creases will total 5.9 per cent.” 

The SSI program is a 
program — administered by the 
Social Security Administration 
since 1974 — to provide eligible 
aged, blind or disabled persons 
a guaranteed minimum income 
nationwide regardless of their 
state or residence. 

‘The maximum monthly SSI 
benefit for an individual with no 
other income will increase $10, 
from $167.80 to $177.80. 

For an eligible couple, the 
monthly benefit will increase 
$15, from $251.70 tp $266.70.

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‘Student insurance 
cost to increase 


Parents electing to purchase 

school insurance for their sons 
. and daughters in the Granite 

City’ public schools will pay 

more for insurance in the up- 
‘ coming school year under an 

insurance bid selected by the 
., Granite City Board of 
, Education Tuesday night. 

Faced with deciding between 
higher insurance premiums or 
greatly reduced benefits,.'the 
board, after lengthy discussion 
decided to accept a plan from 
the Manchester Insurance Co. 
calling for large increases in the 
premium paid by students, 
despite a change pro-rating the 
benefits so expenses over $300 
will be shared with any other 
insurance coverage the student 
may have. 

Dale C. Rea, assistant to the 
superintendent of — schools, 
explained the higher premiums 
were reflected by six insurance 
policies studied by the district. 

He noted the pro-rated 
provision of the policy will not 
affect the coverage received by 
students not covered by other 
insurance policies, and most 


parents purchasing the in- 
surance for their children 
purchase it because they have 
no. other insurance on the 
children. 

By experience, most parents 
who already. have insurance on 
their childrengo not purchase 
the school poli¢y; Rea said. 

Therefore, the pro-rated 
Hiature of the policy accepted by 


* the board will not affect many 


students or parents, he said. 

Four of the-six companies 
submitting bids for student 
insurance submitted pro-rated 
bids, he added. 

Rea also noted the school 
district must accept a total 
package of insurance available 
to all students in order to 
receive insurance for those 
involved in the football and 
other sports programs 

For students in elementary 
school, the insurance premium 
will increase from $3 per year 
last school year to $5 this school 
year, For students in the junior 
high and high schools, the 
premium will increase for, $5 
per year to $9 per year.

less often and they will not see 
the fog, but we will be killing 
more mosquitos,” he added.

Fireworks 


eye hazard 


An Illinois 
youngsters will suffer eye in- 
juries from illegal fireworks 
this 4th of July if past statistics 
are an indication of present 
danger, Edgar T. Britton, 
executive director of the Illinois 
Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness, predicts. 

“Possibly two or three of 
these youngsters will suffer 
permanent blindness,” Britton 
adds. 

“Some may even be killed. 

“It has happened in the past 
— in 1951, five Lake County 
children died in a gasoline 
explosion touched off by a 
sparkler — and it’s likely to 
happen this year unless Illinois 
parents crack down on 
fireworks around the home.” 

Britton explains that the 
Illinois Society, a 61-year-old, 
non-profit organization 
dedicated to protection and 
preservation of vision, has been 
soliciting fireworks eye injury 
reports from ophthalmologists 
throughout the state for the past 
25 years. 

“Some injuries undoubtedly 
go unreported, and some, are 
never treated,” he says. 

“But the reports we have 
received of the more serious 
cases average out to about 50 
eye accidents’ a year from 
fireworks explosions.” 

“Tllinois,” Britton notes, ‘has 
had legislation banning the sale 
and use of fireworks since 1941 

“Unfortunately, many other 
states — 18 at last couht — have 


estimated 50 


not prohibited their use, and 
illegal fireworks continue to be 
bootlegged into the state by 
unscrupulous vendors.”” $ 

Britton points dut that in the 
Revolutionary War, 10,048 
Americans were killed or 
wounded. . 

“Yet, in the years our country 
has been celebrating this great 
victory and its independence, 
more than 100,000 Americans 
have been ‘killed, maimed, 
crippled or blinded. 


“The  Society,”" Britton 
says, “has no objection to 
ground or aerial displays 
under the strict control of 
professional experts which 
brighten the heavens at many 
community-wide — celebrati- 
ons. These are the safe and 
sane way to celebrate the 
Fourth. . 

“The big danger is in the 
bootlegged Roman candles, 
skyrockets, cherry bombs, 
cone fountains, —_ wheels, 
torches and sparklers ignited 
by youngsters and even adults 
at home.” 

Parents, Britton emphasizes, 
can do much to protect their 
children and their neighbor's 


children by not buying or by not 


permitting the use of illegal and 
dangerous explosive: 

“A few burned fingers may 
not seem serious,"" he says, 
“but eyes put out can never be 
replaced 

“What a price to pay for a few 
loud bangs.!"" 


1-270 bridge bids 
are below estimate 


Governor James R. Thomp- 
son announced Tuesday that 
bids received for substructure 
work on the new Jefferson 
Barracks Bridge over the 
Mississippi River have come in 
nearly $1.2 million under the 
engineer’s estimate. 


The new structure will span 
the river near “St. Louis. The 
apparent low bid was submitted 
jointly by the firms of Fruin- 
Conon Corporation and Granite 
Construction Company of 
California, Their bid was 
$18,160,000. 

“This million dollar savings is 
good news for the taxpayers of 
Illinois,” Gov. Thompson said 
“Pending” award of the con- 
tracts, work on this needed 
bridge could start late this 
summer. 

The work will include all of 
the westbound substructure and 
70 per cent of the eastbound 


substructure, Additional coa- 
tracts for work on the bridge 
and highway (Interstate 270) 
will be awarded throughout the 


July 1977-June 1978 fiscal year. ! 


Ti is the department's plan to 
complete the —__ westbound 
structure first so it can be 
utilized for two-way traffic, and 
then remove the existing bridge 
and complete the eastbound 
structure. 

River traffic will not be in- 
terrupted during construction. 
When completed, the bridge is 
estimated to cost $52. million. 

Interstate 270, when com- 
pleted, will link Interstate 270 
on the Missouri side of the rivet

It all started about four years 
ago in California and has since 
spread to nearly every state in 
the country, including Illinois. 

Fashioned from the American 
Motorcyclist Association 
motocross division, bicycle 
motocrossing is sweeping the 
country with athletes, aged six 
and over, competing each week 
on carefully planned race 
courses at speeds in excess of 50 
miles — per-hour, including 
bicyclists from Granite City. 

Giving up a long-time career 
in engine-powered late model 
stock cars at Tri-City Speed- 
way, Collinsville’s Bob 
Logsdon, built this area’s first 
and only bicycle motocross 
course near his hometown. 

“The sport has proved to be 
very: exciting, colorful and 
competitive without the smoke, 
noise or expense of motor- 
cycles,” said Logsdon. 

He notes that with each 
passing week, more riders from 
Granite City are attempting to 
turn their riding talents into 
victories on his quarter-mile 
layout. 

‘Thus far, Granite Cityans who 
have participated in the sport 
include: Darin Clutts and Brian 
Mayo, ages 9-10; Ron Christ, 
Mike Carnahan, Tony Carney 
and Matt Dine, ages 11-12; 
David Clutts, Tony Fisher, 
Brian Withers, Darren Lowe 
and Dana Loew, ages 13-14; and 
Mike Fineshriber and Fred 
Hartline, ages 15 and over. 

To start a race, cyclists line- 
up 12 abreast on top of a hill, 
and when the green starting 
flag is displayed, they face a 35- 
40 foot decline for the first 100 
feet before pitting their skills on 
curves and jumps. 

More than 300 feet of straight 
and level ground complete the 
course. 

Safety is foremost in minds of 
race Officials. 

A regular 20-inch bicycle with 
hand brakes is required, with

inspection by Granite Cityan 
Jerry Christ to insure that there 
are no sharp objects protruding, 
and that seats and handlebars 
are secure.

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Programs offered to older Americans ; 


The programs and services of 
the Southwestern Illinois Area 
Agency on Aging, which is of- 
fered to older Americans, was 
reviewed at an informational 
meeting held at North High 
School, by Mrs. Elna Hoover, a 
member of the SWIAAA board, 
last week. 

In the text of her'speech, Mrs. 
Hoover said the agency is one of 
13 in the state of Illinois and 
came into operation in. 1973, 
when’ congress added amend- 


ments, to the Older American 
Act, réquiring that the states be 
subdivided into areas to better 
serve the older residents. 

The agency covers seven 
counties including ®Bond, 
Clinton, Madison, Monroe, 
Randolph,” St. Clair and 
Washington, with 31 members 
on the governjng board, from 
each of the seven counties, 
based on population. 

Grants are divided to cover 
both rural and urban needs, and 


unfortunately there are 
ususally three times as many 
applications as there are funds 
alloted to the agency, Mrs. 
Hoover added 

The present grants cover a 
wide range of services to older 
Americans, such as, if a small 
city has no bus service, no 
doctor or drug store, grants are 
given to purchase and maintain 
a bus to transport the seniors to 
a nearby larger town for health 
services. Grants cannot do all 


the work and at times local 
support is needed. This is called 
“match” and is sometimes 
completed by volunteer work by 
the seniors themselves, Mrs 
Hoover related 

Locally the nutrition 
program, which serves meals at 
the Granite City Senior Citizen 
Center, is funded from the State 
D of Aging. The only direct 
grant applied for and received 
in this area is through the 
YMCA for recreation and 


health. 

There are weekly-social af- 
ternoons on Wednesday, field 
trips and exercise and use of the 
“Y"* pool, provided here. Mrs. 
Hoover announced a physical 
fitness class will be opened in 
the fall to be geared to the level 
of fitness each senior can attan 

‘The guest speaker also noted 
a paralegal comes to the “Y"” 
twice a month to assist older 
people with any legal problem 
or refering them to the proper 
authority for assistance.

Family awaits word from minister 
who has been missing since June 17

No word has yet been 
received by the family of the 
Rev. Harold T. Gillisoh of 
Granite City, whose disap- 
pearance June 17 under highly 
foreboding circumstances still 
remains a mystery 

Mrs. Bobbie Gillison, his wife, 

and the couple’s two daughters, 
Judy, 12, and Brenda, 15, 
continue to wait in their neat 
‘brick home at 3020 Marshall 
Ave., for some word — any 
word — from their husband and 
father. 

Another daughter, Mrs. Terry 
Diaz, and a son and daughter-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Harold G. 
(Mary) Gillison, all of Granite 
City, are at a loss to understand 
the motives behind the 
minister's vanishment. 

The Rev. Gillison, 49, pastor 
of the Faith Tabernacle in Wood 
River and former pastor of the 
Living Waters Temple on 
Victory’ Drivé (now Miracle 
Tabernacle), disappeared in 
Forrest City, Ark. 

The family had gathered 
there because Mrs. Gillison’s 
father was seriously ill. 

(Forrest City, a community of 
about 12,550 population in 
Eastern Arkansas, is about 40 
miles from Memphis, Tenn. It is 
Mrs. Gillison’s hometown. 

Today, marks 13 days since 
the minister vanished, and the 
last word from him was a 
telephone call at 2.a.m. June 17. 

“He said he was going out for 
a hamburger about 12:30 a.m. 
and that he would not be gone 
long,” his wife said. ‘‘I left the 
door unlocked for him," 

‘About 2 a.m., the daughter-in- 
law answered ‘the telephone. It 
was the Rev. Gillison. 

“He sounded hysterical and 
shouted ‘they've got me,’” 
Mrs. Mary Gillison said. 

He said he could not tell her 
when she asked who and why 

“He said to tell Harold (his 
son) to pick up the car at the 
hamburger place and said there 
was a note on the car seat,” she 
said. 

) His wife took the phone : and he 
said, “They'vé got me” three 
times. ‘Then the phone ‘went 
dead,” she said. 

Mrs. Gillison, her daughter, 
Mrs. Diaz, and the son and 
daughter-in-law found the car at 
the restaurant. 

The note on the seat, written 
on a page from a pad of paper 
kept in the car, said Someone 
had a contract to kill him and 
would kill their grandchildren 
and daughter, Judy, if efforts 
were made to bring him back. 

“They caiight me today and 
beat my guts plumb sore,” the 
note continued. ‘Remember I 
love all of you with all my heart, 
Please for my kids sake let me 
run. I'd die, but that’s not what 
they want.” 

‘The Rev. Gillison’s suitcases 
anda pair of eyeglasses were in 
the car. 

“Everything was there ‘ex~ 
cept the clothes he was wearing, 
his wallet and one pair of 
eyeglasses,”’ Mrs. Gillison said 

‘The Forrest City police were 
called to investigate and they 
brogdcast the missing man’s 
description to other depart- 
ments.. But no leads hal been 
found when the family returned 
to Granite City June 19. 

FBI agents discussed the case 
with Mrs. Gillison June 20, but 
Said they lack jurisdiction until 
there is a demand for ramsom 
or something else.

may request. So far, no request 
has been made to the local

Mrs. Gillison and her children 
say they don’t know of any 
reason why anyone would want 
to kill or hurt the Rev. Gillison, 
or why he is missing. 

“We are still very much in 
love, and my husband has been 
a minister for 28 years and has a 
spotless record,” the wife said. 

“All he ever did was go to 
work or to church and come 
home to be with his family,” she 
added 

“My Dad is an honest, hard- 
working quiet * his son, 
Harold, said. ‘Everyone who 
knows him, including his boss at 
work is shocked.”* 

The Rev. Gillison has been 
employed for the past four 
years at Watling Ladder Co. in 
Valley Park, Mo. Previously, he 
worked at the St. Louis Car 
Division of General Steel 
Industries. 

The family has lived in 
Granite City for 14 years. The 
Rev. Gillison is a native of East 
St. Louis. 

Mrs. Gillison has sought no 
publicity about her husband’s 
disappearance, preferring to 
leave the investigation in the 
hands of the appropriate law 
enforcement officials. 

The original information 
concerning the vanishment 
came into public focus from 
another source. 

She is under a severe strain in 
several ways afd is under a 
doctor’s care for a heart con-

In spite of pleas by Mrs. 
Gillison to leave her alone and 
her refusal to grant an on- 
camera interview, backed by 
the store manager who asked 
them to leave, the crew turned 
up at the family home while she 
still was at work, interviewed 
her young daughter and took 
pictures ‘‘inside and outside the 
house."” 

“T am very upset by this,” 
Mrs. Gillison told the Press- 
Record. “They have no right to 
do this to us.” 

, She is taking precautions and 
‘asked the reporter to show her 
press credentials. 

“T honestly believe he is alive 
and would come to me if he 
could. He could have amnesia 
from the beating,” Mrs. Gillison 
sai 

“He may not dare come home 
for fear of what could happen to 
the children. He may have 
gotten away from his captors 
and is running so they can’t find 
him,” she speculated. 

‘The phone rings frequently at 
the Gillison home, but it's 
usually a friend of the family 
wanting to know if there is any 
news.

The Sherfy farm located 
about one and a half miles south 
of Gettysburg, Pa., settled in 
1751 by Kaspar Scherffig, an 
ancester of Mrs. Schley Martin 
who resides: at way 111, 
Granite City, is being restored 
by the state of Pennsylvania as 
a national historic site at a cost 
of $181,000. 

Located on the west side of 
Emmitsburg Road, opposite the 
Peach Orchard,” the farm is 
almost parallel -e 
Eisenhower farm, with us S. 
Route 15 running between the 
two farm lands. 

The greater part of the house 
stood at the time of the battle of 
Gettysburg. Itis of brick con- 
struction. In the line of both 
Union and Confederate artillery 
and infantry during the attack 
at Peach Orchard on the af- 
ternoon of July 2, 1863, the house 
withstood the battle, although 
considerable damage was 
evident to both the house and 
barns. c 

A canopy near the ‘house 
shelters the stump of a large 
cherry tree where a 12-pound 


shot lodged during the battle ~ 


and has remained there since 
that time. 

Amid many other historical 
sites the Sherfyfarm*and out, 
buildings are. part of the Get- 
tysburg battlefield — histgric 
district and —_ Gettysburg 
National Military Park, 
registered in the National 
Historic Places, Mrs. Martin 
noted 

Renoyation has begun at the 
farm with the major portion of 
the money» to be spent refur- 
bishing the house and. an ad- 
ditional $25,000 to be used for 
the barn, 

Kaspar ‘Scherffig was, born 
March 13, 1735, in Germariy and 
sailed for the United States to 
make a new life, arriving in this 
country on Sept. 14, 1751, on the 
ship Duke of Bedford, captained 
by a man named Jefferson. 

It was noted in the historical 
data, that Kaspar Scherffig 
signed his own name to the list 
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of passengers among who were 
nine Roman Catholics and 120 
Calvinists in the company of 260 
passengers. This account is 
found in the archives‘ of Penn- 
sylvania. It was considered an 
unusual feat for a person to sign 
his name in that era. 
“Scherffig and his wife, 
Magdalena, reared” their 
children in the Christian faith 
and down to the fourth 
generation it is found that 
of their descendants 
served in the ministry, adhering 
to the Dunker faith. "- 
‘according to other in- 
formation available in the farm 
area, the first Bible in America 
was' printed in 1743 by 
Christopher Saur. He also 
printed two other” editions in 
1763 and 1776, as he was anxious 
that his people should have the 
Bible in their homes. 

During that particular period, 
it was difficult for the settlers to 
obtain any kind of book or a 
copy of the Bible. There are 25 
copies known in the United 
States and 12 in Europe of the 
valuable 1743 edition’ 

Scherffig’s Bible was a copy 
of Saur's Germantown Bible of 
1776, and was published under 
the auspices of the Society of the 
Brethren, of ,Dunkards. The 
sheets were printed in 1776, but 
due to the unsettled state of 
affairs at that time, owing to the 
Revolutionary War, the books 
were not bound and, issued that 
year. 

Mrs, Martin said the’ family 
had shortened the name from 
Scherffig to Sherfy sometime 
prior to 1812, but there is no 
definite confirmation as to when 
the change came about. 

The Rev. Joseph Sherfy, born 
June 12, 1812, lived on the farm 
at the time of the Civil War. 

During the attack at Peach 
Orchard on July 2, the Sherfy 
and Spangler farm buildings 
were in direct line of fire, and 
the barns of both places were 
destroyed. The following day, 
as the battle continued, more 
damage was caused to the farm 
buildings, but neither house was 
seriously impaired after the 
two-day battle. 

‘The Sherfy barn, according to 
historical data, was burned on 
the second day of battle by 
Confederate infantrymen‘of the 
18th Mississippi in order to keep 
it from remaining in the hands 
of the Union infantry of Carr's 
brigade. 

Asa result of the fire almost a 
score of woundgd federal 
soldiers of the 114th Penn- 
sylvania, who had taken refuge 
within the Sherfy barn, were 
killed. 

After the battle, the Rev. 
Sherfy rebuilt the barn, only to 
have it once again consumed by 
flames in 1869. Sometime 
thereafter the present barn was 
constructed on the same site, 
and is one of eight Pennsylvania 
barns owned by the park, 
representative of the unique 
regional farm units of the mid- 
ith century. 

During the war the family 
was forced to evacuate the 
premises for a safer place and 
on July 1 the children were 
taken to safety. The following 
day Joseph and Mary Sherty, 


with her mother, departed for _ 


the Joh Trostle farm, located 
some miles to the northeast, 
where they sfayed for some 
time. 

In the family papers, a cer- 
tificate was found from the 
state of Pennsylvania stating 
war damages in the amount of 
$1,578 were granted to the 
Sherfy farm owners for the 
purpose of rebuilding. 

Other - notes “left “to the 
descendants. of . Kaspar and 
Magdalena Scherffig relate the

couple are buried in the Pipe 
Creek Dunkard ground ad- 
joining the meeting house. An 
engraved slate stone marks the 
grave of Magdalena and by her 
side is an unmarked grave, 
believed to be that of her 
husband, Kaspar. 

Opposite are the graves of 
their youngest child, Elizabeth, 
and her husband, James 
Correll. 

Inan effort to trace the family 
history \, and compile in- 
formation relating to - the 
descendants of the Sherfy 
family, the local residents found 
another relative, William 
Emory Sherfy had visited the 
graves in 1903. 

He noted the cemetery was 
well cared for and continued his 
tour of Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania, where he also visited 
the graves of his grandparents, 
Jacob and Catherine Sherfy at 


Piney Creek’ Cemetery, near 
Gettysburg. 

From the illustrated en- 
cyclopedia of: Madison County, 
IL, published in 1873, it is noted 
that Susan Sherfy's husband 
Joseph Whyers and his brother 
Richard, opened the first coal 
mine in Illinois and supplied the 
first coal delivery to the state 
prison in Alton. | ~ 

Mrs. Martin, the former 
Hazel Sherfy and her son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Martin of Granite City, 
returned this month from a v 
to the Gettysburg area Se 
they visited the heritage home 
of her ancestors.

Energy bill 
to governor 


House Bill 1521, sponsored by 
Representative Joe Lucco, (D- 
Edwardsville) passed both 
chambers of the General 
Assembly and has been sent to 
the governor awaiting 
signature. 

The bill was sponsored in the 
Senate by Senator John L, 
Knuppel (D-Virginia). This bill 
amends the Illinois Energy 
Resources Commission Act by 
adding provisions to the duties 
and responsibilities of the 
commission to study the need 
for legal remedies for the 
protection of solar rights and to 
investigate the need for coor: 
dination of federal programs 
with state and local agencies 

It is part of an 18 bill Energy 
Package endorsed by the 
Illinois’ Energy Resources 
Commission. 

Rep. Lucco said, ‘The lan- 
downers’ right to unobstructed 
sunlight in the future will 
provide a small incentive to its 
use within the State today. With 
the Federal Government's 
emphasis on promoting solar 
energy in their energy 
development program, the 
potential for legal disputes will 
increase. This bill anticipates 
the need to carefully evaluate 
these concerns to avoid 
problems in the near future.”

Joseph Groce, attendant, said 
the man who wore a blue ski 


mask, pointed a pistol at him’ 


and ordered him to lie on the 
floor. Attempts to open the 
locked cash register were un- 
successful, so the gunman 
demanded the key from Groce. 

He was unable to open it even 
with the key, so he ordered 
Groce to get. up and open the 
register and then lie back on the 
floor. 

The robber then fled around 
the building and north away 
fromthe scene on foot. 

He said the gunman had “‘a 
large revolver with a large 
handle which did not seem to 
match.” He also noted the 
robber cocked the hammer of 
the pistol as he first approached 
Groce.

seen as urgent 


President Kenneth A, Shaw of 
SIUE said Tuesday he is 
keeping his “fingers crossed’’ 
as Senate Bill 314 moves to Gov. 
James R. Thompson's desk. 
The bill, which has been ap- 
proved by the legislature, would 
appropriate $190,000 to the 
Capital Development Board for 
planning a permanent physical 
education facility 

The university, which oc- 
cupied its permanent campus in 
1965, is the only major state 
institution of higher learning in 
Illinois without a permanent 
physical education — and 
recreation facility of any kind. 

Dr, Shaw said he is hoping the 
governor, who has made it clear 
he wants to “‘hold the line’ on 
fiscal expenditures for higher 
education, will “recognize the 
critical need at SIUE and will 
consider the —_university’s 
request an emergency which 
must. be dealt with as soon as 
possible.’’ 

The Senate bill, sponsored in 
the General Assembly’ by Sen 
Sam Vadalabene, D- 
Edwardsville, and Rep. Joe E. 
Lucco, D-Edwardsville, sailed 
thorugh both houses with little 
difficulty, but a major stum- 
bling block may be the fact that 
the planning funds were given 
low priority by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
(IBHE). 

Pres. Shaw explained that the 


IBHE placed a low priority on 
all new building projects, ‘In 
general, we agree with” this 
approach; however, we contend 
it fails to note the urgency of our 
needs in physical education and 
recreation. Indeed, higher on 
the IBHE list, are renovation 
projects at institutions which 
have two or more physical 
education and recreation 
facilities. 

“Others are being allowed to 
make improvements, while we 
cannot even plan for a begin- 
ning,” Dr, Shaw protested 

“From all standpoints, ‘the 
university has an immediate, 
drastic need for such a 
building.”

Line made hourly trips to and 
from Evanston and other boats 
made runs along the shore 
Cornerstone laying at the new 
Cook County courthouse at- 
tracted a disappointing crowd 
of 300, but 12,000 saw the 
“Chicagos” defeat the 
“Bostons” 12-2 at the baseball 
park.

there were large parades ‘and 
organized celebrations were El 
Paso, Aurora, Bushnell, 
Champaign, Decatur, Carlin-

The parades usually led to 
picnic grounds, where the 
patriotic speech of the ‘‘orator 
of the day’ would be preceded 
by band music and the reading 
of the Declaration _of 
Independence. The _ latter 
feature was so well established 
that reporters, instead of using 
the full title, frequently said 
simply that ‘The Declaration” 
was read. 

Springfield was one of the 
cities where there was ‘no very 
imposing street demon- 
stration.” The Illinois State 
Journal reported that the city’s 
two military units went to 
Williamsville to do their 
parading. And an excursion 
train took a large crowd to 
Pana, where Sen. Richard J. 
Oglesby was the orator. ~ 

At Lincoln, the “crowning 
feature of the day’’ occurred 
when “Captain A. H. Bogardus, 
the champion wing-shot of the 
world,” broke 1,000 out of 1,027 
glass balls in’ 72% minutes, 
loading his own gun the 
fastest time on record. ‘‘The 
balls were sprung from a trap; 
distance 21 yards.”

improvements. 

Also included in the railroad 
tax book are extensions of $59125 
for the Wood River Levee and 
Drainage District, and $104 for 
the Chouteau, Nameoki and 
Venice Levee and Drainage 
District. 

The additional extensions 
bring the total tax in the 
railroad book to $941,712, Miss 
Bowles said. 

Of the total tax for railroads, 
the largest sum of $541,868 will 
go to school districts in the 
county. Madison County 
government will _receive 
$102,857 and cities and villages 
will receive $83,158. These 
allocations are on the basis of a 
100 per cent collection. 

Other tax extensions in the 
railroad book include $42,116 to 
townships, 
bridge districts, $26,974 
sanitary districts, $17,373 to fire 
districts, $19,901 to high schools 
and $37,736 to community 
colleges. 

Largest tax bill is extended 
against the Illinois Terminal 
Railroad in the amount of 
$289,237, while the Terminal 
Railroad Association of St. 
Louis is charged $116,063 in 1976 
taxes.

Cyst nematodes appearing in 
some bean fields in county

Soybean cyst nematode af- 
fected areas in soybean fields 
are beginning to appear in 
Madison County. 

These areas don’t normally 
show up until late July or 
August when the soybeans are 
under drought stress. This year 
the areas are showing up in 
June “in Madison County 
because of the dry weather 
stress on soybeans. 

There are certain symptoms 
in a soybean field that can alert 
you toa possible cyst nematode 
problem. 

‘The first noticeable sign is the 
development of oval patches of 
stunted yellowing plants in one 
or more areas of the field. These 
areas Often appear to be a 
nutrient deficiency. 

The second sign is the 
soybeans in the center of the 
circle or oval area are more 
severely stunted than beans 
near the edge of the area. 

Don't jump. to conclusions. 
Because a discolored area 
appears in a soybean field, it 
doesn’t mean that nematodes 
are necessarily present. 

The cyst nematode is a 
microscopic, colorless worm- 
shaped larvae that attacks the 
roots of the soybean plant. As it 
completes its life cycle, cysts 
about the size of a pin head form 
on the roots of the soybean 
plant. 

One fernale cyst can produce 
from 200 to 600 eggs and as 
many as five generations of 
cysts can be completed in a 
single season. If one cyst 
containing 400 eggs is in- 
troduced into a soybean field in

growing season, 

Control of the soybean cyst 
nematode is the difficult 
problem. There is no effective 
chemical control at the present 
time. 

Resistant varieties exist for 
Southern Illinois but it will be 
about five years before 
varieties for Central Illinois are 
released. 

The main cyst nematode 
resistant variety available for 
this area is Custer. Custer is in 
the soybean variety plots in 
Madison County. The regular 
variety plots are located on 
Gene Diaber's farm near 
Marine and Don Seivers’ farm 
near Staunton. 


in ‘one 


Past variety yield trials in 
Southern Illindts show Custer 
yields less than other soybean 
Varieties adapted to the area. 
The exception is when the 
variety is planted in a cyst 
nematode infested area. In this 
situation, the yields of non- 
resistant varieties drop to 4 or 5 
bushel per acre. Custer 
maintains its yield. 

Early identification of the 
problem is the best way to deal 
with it at the present time. 
Following a crop rotation is the 
only way to reduce the cyst 
nematode problem, It is 
recommended the field be 
rotated out of soybeans for at 
least three years. 


The cyst is scattered within 
the field or between fields with 
equipment. Fields with cyst 
nematode infestations should be 
worked last to prevent spread to 
clean fields. 

If you suspect soybean cyst 
nematode in a field, contact the 
Extension office. We can aid in 
identification of the problem.

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Radical change seen 
due to fuel shortages 


Venturing into the thicket of 
prediction, Congressman Paul 
Simon believes there is a real 
energy crisis that will radically 
change America within a 
decade, 

‘The Downstate Democrat has 
said the public, as the result of 
scandals, may mistrust the 
government and big oil com- 
panies, but he added: “Don't 
fool yourself; the energy crisis 
is real.” 


This came home to him when 
Federal Energy Administrator 
John F. O'Leary testified that 
only two trillion cubic feet of 
natural gas was discovered last 
year against a demand for 13 
irillion cubic feet, and that half 
the homes now being heated by 
natural gas will use another fuel 
by 1985. 

“Those two slatistics tell a 
bert of the problem we face," 

mon said, ‘And to pretend the 
problem does not exist, or to 
avoid taking some decisive 
action on it, is shortsighted.” 

Simon thinks there will be 
ghanges in the way Americans 
‘heat and light their homes and 
transport themselves as radical 
a& the arrival of television and 
its impact on entertainment 

Like most ~-observers, he 


expects new cars from next 
year on to be smaller and the 
price of all forms of fuel to in- 
crease. 

He also thinks home in 
sulation will be mandatory. 

But he seems to look farther 
ahead than most in other 
predictions, the Press-Record’s 
Washington Bureau said after 
interviewing him. 

“If you own your home or real 
eytate, you will have a harder 
apd harder time selling any 
housing property if it is not 
insulated,” Simon believes. 

“The government eventually 
will force this to happen, but for 
most people the market for 
hpuses will force insulation 
before the government does. 

“Within five years,” Simon 
predicts, ‘‘inexpensive bike 
trails will be built along many of 
our streets and highways. 

“Within 10 years in some of 
the larger cities, you will have 
to pay a toll drive on the streets 
during the hours of heavy 
traffic." 

Although he says his guesses 
could look a “little foolish 10 
years from now," he is con- 
vinced that two things are 
certain: The energy crisis is

Motor fuel tax 
funds alloted 


Mlinois municipalities have 
been alloted $14,636,384 as their 
share of motor fuel tax paid into 
the state treasury during May, 
according to the — Illinois 
Department of Transportation. 

Motor fuel tax funds are 
allocated monthly to the various 
municipalities in Illinois for 
their streets and highways. The 
monies allocated are computed 
on the basis of population. 

Allotment to Granite City was 
$62,470. Madison __ received 
$10,535 and Venice $7,002. 

Illinois townships and road 
districts statewide received a 
total of $3,945,387. Of the 
amount, allocations in Madison 
County amounted to $48,969. 

A total of $5,447,479 was 
distributed to [Hinois Counties, 
except Cook County, with 
$202,392 going to Madison

Discharges being upgraded 


As of June 6, nearly 40,000 
inquiries had been received 
under the Special Discharge 
Review Program announced 
‘April 5, 1977. Of these, about 
24,500 (61 per cent) were found 
eligible for review under the 
special program, a newly- 
completed Defense Department 
tally shows. 

Of the eligible cases, ap 
proximately 16,200 had received 
Undesirable Discharges; 8,000 
had received General 
Discharges; and 300° had 
received Clemency Discharges. 

Case reviews began in early 
May, and by June 3 6,541 ad- 
ministrative discharges had 
been upgraded to Honorable or 
General. About 8 per cent 
(5,489) of these had been 
Undesirable Discharges. 

During the Vietnam Era 
(Aug. 4, 1964, through March 28, 
1973); 173,000 Undesirable 
Discharges were issued. It is 
estimated that. 17,500 of these 
have since been upgraded. 

This estimate includes the 
5,489 mentioned earlier as well 
as those upgraded’ through 
established discharge review 
procedures prior to 
nouncement of the 
program. Recipients 
upgraded discharges 
eligible to apply for veterans’ 
benefits. 

The Special _ Discharge 
Review Program also contains 
provisions applicable to Viet- 
nam Era deserters who are still 
at large. 

‘As of June,6, there had been 
539 deserter inquiries, of which 
445 were determined to be 
eligible to participate in the 
program. 

Of those eligible, 239 had 
actually returned to military 
control, been separated and 
applied to have their discharge 
reviewed for possible 
upgrading.

As disclosed exclusively in the nation by 
the Press-Record on June 9, National Steel 
Corporation President Howard M- “Pete” 
Love will move his office to the corporate 
headquarters in Pittsburgh late this year, 
seven years after his arrival here to head 
the Granite City Steel Division. 

While his departure from this 
metropolitan area will be in some ways 
sad, the loss will be tempered by the 
knowledge that he has built a permanent 
and fully-reciprocated friendship with this 
community and region. 

“T came out here as a skeptic, and you 
made a believer out of me,” he has told the 
Granite City Steel Management.Club in a 
sort of farewell visit. 

“Granite City Steel has become the best- 
performing steelmaking division of 
National-Steel. You have become the low- 
cost producer over the past two years, and 
this is a tribute to both employes and 
management.” 

In addition to the July 7 opening of the 
diyjsion’s new water treatment plant at 
Horseshoe Lake, he listed as changes in 
the near future: increased use of scrap in 
local blast furnaces; start-up of the new 
(fourth) slab furnace in the hot strip; and 


regular hot-crop charging at the basic 
oxygen furnace. , 

He visualizes increased employe 
participation in management, and greater 

ening to employes’ views, leading to an 
improved image for businesses in the eyes 
of their workers and the public. He 
foresees National Steel doubling its sales 
and profit with relatively the same plant 
investment and the same employment total 
over the next decade. 

_ Noting that the corporation reduced its 
Proposed $1 billion expansion of 
steelmaking facilities at Midwest Steel, 
Portage, Ind., President Love said 
investing that amount in securities would 
provide a 20 per cent greater return than 
would the production of steel at its current 
price of $340 a ton. 

Because of this, higher profitablity is 
seen as essential for steel firms in order for 
them to continue to attract Americans’ 
financial backing. 

He added that if Granite City Steel 
continues its “fine performance,” when

Physical education building should be ‘exception to rule’ 


SIUE President Kenneth Shaw 
accurately pginted out this week that 
Senate Bill 314 deserves special attention 
as it reaches the governor's desk~ 

While the Illinois ‘Board of Higher 
Education is giving low priority to all new 
university building projects, $190,000 
ought to be allocated for planning of a 
permanent physical education and 
recreation facility at SUE, the only major 
Illinois institution of higher learning 
without one. 

Citing an urgent need here, Dr. Shaw 
commented, “Higher on the IBHE list are 
renovation projects at institutions which 
have two or more such facilities. Others 
are being allowed to make improvements, 
while we cannot even plan for a 
beginning.” 

A temporary “bubble gym” at SIUE, 
completed in 1973, is nearing the end of its 
projected life span. Even if planning funds 
are approved this year, the earliest a new 
building could be completed and 
operational would be the summer of 1981. 

Even with the bubble gym included, the 
local university has only 24,198 square feet 
of physical education and recreation space 
available for over 11,000 . students 


considerably less than any other state 
university in Illinois, even Governors State 
University, which has only 3,363 full-time 
— equivalent students. 

- Dr. Shaw believes the lack of space has 
hampered efforts to develop a full-fledgéd 
intercollegiate athletic program for 
women, and both the men’s and women’s 
intercollegiate basketball teams are forced 
to train and play their “home” games in 
area high school gymnasiums, “resulting in 
little student interest, either as spectators 
or participants. 

“The university's athletic program 
cannot include a number of indoor sport: 
such as gymnastics and swimming, beca 
of the lack of facilities. 

“The absence of adequate facilities on 
campus means students must find other 
places in the region to meet their 
recreational needs. This shortens their 
time on campus and works against their 
overall intellectual and social growth. 

“Studies have proved that students will 
make better use of academic resources on 
campus if the environment is so attractive 
that students are encouraged to stay and 
make maximum use of available physical 
resources.”

Compromise workmen's 
compensation legislation went 
to the govenor's desk Friday 
following passage in the Senate 
by a vote of 34 to 22. 

The Senate approved 
amendments placed on a Senate 
bill in the House. The legislation 
passed the House Thursday, 
June 23. 

All other workmen’s com- 
pensation legislation was ex- 
pected to remain on the House 
and Senate calendars and not be 
called during the balance of the 
spring session. 

In @ joint statement by 
Speaker William Redmond for 
himself and Senate President 
Thomas Hynes, the two 
Democrats stated, = “‘As 
spokesmen for the Democratic 
majorities in both the House 
and the Senate, it is our position 
that we have reached the 
reasoned balance, in the form of 
Senate Bill 1019.” 

Some Republicans in both the 
House and Senate voted for the 
compromise legislation, 
although their leaders urged 
defeat of the measure and 
passage of employer-backed 
compensation legislation, 
Senate Bill 600. 


That bill passed the Senate 
and was in the House at passage 
stage. 

However; Rep. _ Gerald 
Bradley, D-Bloomington, House 
sponsor, said he would not call 
the bill: 

“‘As far as I’m concerned, the 
battle is over,” said Bradley. 

The battle began almost as 
soon as reform legislation, 
inproving the payments made 
to injured workers and their 
families, was passed by the 
Jegislature in 1975. 

Rates paid by the employers 
for compensation insurance 
immediately began to climb. 

Redmond said Friday there 
had been little improvement in 
workmen's compensation for 
six Years prior to passage of the 
1975 legislation. 

Employers’ groups — ap- 
parently were not aware of the 
effect of the 1975 legislation, 
because they did not com- 
municate opposition to the 
legislators, 
speaker. 

SB 1019, if signed into law, 
will reduce benefits paid in- 
jured workmen. Automatic 
increases built into the 1975 law 
will be removed and a 
maximum of $250,000 on death 
benefits added. 

The present law has no 
maximum on benefits.

However, Sen. John Nimrod, 
R-Park Ridge, urged the Senate 
to continue to work for passage 
of SB 600. If the compromise bill 
were rejected by the Senate, the 
business-backed’ bill could be 
passed in the House, he said. 

Sen. ivian Hickey, D- 
Rockford, reported in- 
dustrialists in her district asked 
her to vote for the compromise 
legislation. 

“They would rather have 
something than nothing,” she 
told the Senate. 

On Thursday, it was reported 
there were not sufficient votes 
in the House to pass SB 600. 

While the issue of workmen’s 
compensation was solved for 
this session, legislators said 
they will work for additional 
changes in future sessions. 

Redmond said small em- 
ployers and their employes 
have little say in the develop- 
ment of compensation 
legislation, and their interests 
should be considered. 

He said he wants an interim 
committee study of other work- 
men’s compensation” issues 
during the summer. 

Hickey and Sen. Don Wooten, 
D-Rock Island, urged that 
standards for judging the 
disabilities be placed in the law 
by future legislation.

Nation: has avoided 
energy as economic 


issue 


Over the past quarter cen- 
tury, energy usage has been 
reduced about 25 per cent in the 
American steel industry. 
However, further energy- 
conservation pregrams will be 
more costly asf the gains more 
difficult to achieve as un- 
certainties result from the 
absence of clear energy or 
economic signals from, 
goverrimental bodies. 

These and other remarks 
were delivered by Michael 
Tenenbaum, president of Inland 
Steel Company, in an address 
before the American Iron and 
Steel Institute's 85th General 
Meetihg. 

Mr. Tenenbaum's address, 
entitled ‘‘Reflections on Steel’s 
Energy Maze,” dealt with the 
fact that “this nation for years 
has avoided considering energy 
as an economic issue. 

“Energy problems have been 
regarded as political, social, 
humanitarian or national 
security concerns,’’ Tenen- 
baum said, “but there has been 
persistent reluctance to face up 
to economic realities and 
provide business and industry 
with reliable signals to help 
make rational judgments 
regarding large energy-related 
investments." 

‘The Inland executive cited the 
difficulty in recent years of 
sorting out and interpreting the 
“myriad of energy-related 
signals issuing from govern- 
ment,” 

In using the steel industry as 
an example, Mr. Tenenbaum 
noted that it is the most im- 
portant supplier of structural 
materials, of which a  sub- 
stantial proportion are used in 
energy-producing or energy- 
consuming end products. In 
addition, it is also a major user 
of energy in its manufacturing 
operations. 

The manufacture of steel 
consumes about five per cent of 
the nation’s energy, he noted. In 
1976, coal supplied two-thirds of 
the energy used by the steel 
industry, while the remainder 
was provided by natural gas, oil 
and purchased electricity 

In this regard, he said, two 
energy-related objectives have 
been established for stéel 
manufacture: “‘First, to reduce 
total energy-usage-per-ton of 
products and, second, to con- 
serve critical fuels (oil and 
natural’ gas) through the sub- 
stitution of coal.” 

In order to illustrate how 
economic and regulatory un- 
certainties complicate steel-

industry energy planning, 
Tenenbaum. presented three 
case-study examples designed 
to demonstrate “how major 
energy-related planning 
decisions can become entangled 
in a maze of conflicting 
signals.” 

“As brought out in the case 
studies,” he said, ‘the facilities 
required for substantial 
replacement of critical fuels 
with coal require major 
changes in plant operations 
with attendant huge capital 
investment. 

“Shortages of capital and 
marginal returns have been the 
dominant reasons for inhibiting 
the tremendous investment 
required to build major steel 
manufacturing facilities,” he 
continued. 

In noting recent messages 
from the Carter Administration 
in. regard to economic and 
energy principles, programs 
and policies, Tenenbaum noted, 
the purpose of his address was 
to “indicate some major con- 
cerns that should receive 
serious consideration by those 
who shape our nation’s energy 
and economic policies. Among 
these concerns are the need for 
policies that: 

—‘'Provide consistent, 
economic, energy and other 
regulatory signals which can be 
used as a basis for orderly 
decision-making; 

—‘Develop equitable in- 
centive programs supportive of 
national objectives which en- 
courage investments in ap- 
propriately conceived, large, 
'-related capital projects; 
Clarify the conflicting 
regulations issued in the past 
and which still are emerging 
from governmental agencies; 

—Encourage industry to be 
increasingly aggressive in 
assessing energy « projects 
consistent with our national 
energy goals. 

“Itis essential that efforts be 
made to minimize uncertainties 
regarding long-range national 
policies and objectives so as to 
provide a framework within 
which required large capital 
programs can be planned," he 
said. 

“Tt is only through mutual 
understanding and support that 
steps can be taken to meet the 
objective of establishing a steel 
industry that is truly com- 
petitive in the world market- 
place and which can continue to 
contribute responsibly to 
meeting the social and 
economic needs of our nation." 


Laetrile approval

drug, Laetrile, late Thursday, 
even “though many members 
.apparently are far from con- 
vinced it is effective. 

The vote on the proposal was 
52 to3, but nearly every Senator 
speaking for the bill’ said the 
vote was for “freed of, 
choice,’’ not an endorsement of 
the drug, which is manufac- 
tured from apricot pits. 

The House concurred 125 to 25 
Monday 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, major cancer 
treatment centers and medical 
societies say the substance is 
worthless. 

As many as 50,000 U.S. cancer 
victims have traveled outside 
the country to seek the treat- 
ment, however, said sponsor 
Sen. Robert Lane, D-South 
Holland. 

One point in making up many 
senators’ minds, was a 
requirement that doctors may 


give Laetrile only to terminally 
ill cancer patients, who request 
it, after informing them of all 
other available treatments, and 
telling them Laetrile has no 
proven medical value. 

The state Department of 
Public Health would regulate 
production of the drug.

Laetrile is just about wor-

Canning tips for fresh peas 


By JANETTE MUELLER 

Home Economics Adviser 

The peak season for fresh 
garden green peas is here: The 
best quality peas are young, 
tender, sweet, and freshly 
picked. 

They are .at their best if 
served the same day they are 
harvested. 

Refrigerate fresh pea pods, 
uncovered, immediately after 
gathering or purchase. Shell 
and use peas as soon as possible 
for best flavor. Fresh peas, 
especially shelled ones, lose 
quality rapidly when handled 
carelessly. 

But if you have grown or 
bought more peas than you can 
eat fresh, plan to preserve them 
so you and your family can 
enjoy garden vegetables all 
year round. 

Some people like to can 
garden peas. The pea is a low 
acid food and like all other 
vegetables (except tomatoes) 
must be processed in a pressure 
canner at 10 pounds pressure 
(240 degrees F) . 
*Leaving one-inch headspace 
at the top, pack raw or 
preheated peas into canning 
jars. Cover peas with boiling 
water. Follow pressure canner 
instruction books for operating

Process pints or 
quarts for 40 minutes. 

To freeze shelled peas, blanch 
them just as you blanch all 
vegetables before freezing. 
Bring one gallon of water to a 
boil. Put one quart of fresh 
green peas in a colander, 
perforated basket or sieve and 
place in boiling water. Cover 
and start timing ‘immediately. 

Heat water — throughout 
blanching process. Leave peas 
in the water for 1% minutes. 
Remove them from the water 
and chill immediately in a large 
container of ice water, or under 
cold running water. Chilling is 
necessary to stop the cooking 
action. 

Drain the peas and pack them 
into moisture-vapor-proof 
freezer containers. Leave half- 
inch headspace at the top if you 
are using rigid containers. Seal 
with air-tight lid, label with 
name of product and date 


Freeze in coldest part of the 
freezer. You should store frozen 
peas at 0 degrees F., and keep 
them in the freezer no longer 
than eight months.
